The Senate having under consideration the repeal 
of an Act entitled an Act to prom ote drainage, Mr. 
Scars tq»oke in favor of the passage of the Act as 
follows. 
Mr. Sears - 1 do not intend to say much upon this 
subject, because the subject has taken a very wide 
range from the subject at issue. 
Senator i avis, 
who has ju st tuken his sea', has spent about a liulf 
hour in defending the Commissioners under this 
Act, when he tells us there is not a color of any 
charge agaim t them . 
1 hard’y think he is justified 
in s e n d in g th at length of time defending a Board 
of Commissioners when, as he asserts, there are 
no charges against them. 
The inference m ight 
be that there is a little fire under all this sm oke; 
so far as that is concerned I shall leave it to 
the judgm ent of the Senate. 
I have very little t > 
say in regard to the Commissioners, but I shall con­ 
fine myself to the work which 
has been per­ 
formed 
under 
th at 
Commission, 
and 
the 
bill 
under 
which they were 
created. 
The 
bill is entitled an Act to promote drainage. 
W hat drainage has th at commission promoted? 
W hat great sybtem of drainage has it undertaken ? 
The only successful system of drainage which it has 
carried out is to drain the treasury of this State of 
about a half a million of dollars. In that respect the 
drainage system has been a success, and the State 
Engineer tells us th at it will only take about ten 
millions more to complete this e’.terprise 
We are 
aware th at the estim ates of engineers often fall 
short, aud if they are perm itted to continue under 
this Act, I have no doubt th at there would be a 
large delieieucy from the estim ate which they have 
made. 
Last year I followed the advice of the State 
Engineer, as I said in my remarks, which have been 
read by Senator Johnson. 
He was our doctor—I 
was willing to take his medicine. 
After takiug the 
first do3e, and exam ining the patient, I became 
satisfied th at the medicine had worked an injury, 
and therefore I think it is time th at the medicine 
should be stop¡x*d and the doctor changed. 
I recog­ 
nize, with other Senators, the vast importance of 
ihis damage and th e m agnitude with which it has 
stretched itself over these valleys, and I am willing 
to give the parties such a remedy as I believe will 
bring relief to them . 
Under the operations of this 
bill I am satisfied th at no benefit has been derived, 
b u t th at positive injury has been worked upon the 
people th at reside along these rivers. 
I was willing 
then to try the experim ent, because I took tve 
k ground that it was a State measure and not one 
local iu its character, and then declared th at it was 
the duty of the State to try this experim ent before 
calling upon the general Government, in the inter­ 
ests of commerce, to carry it to a successful con­ 
clusion. 
It has changed, in my judgm ent, from a 
State question to a National one. because the ex­ 
periment 
tried by the State, so far as it is 
concerned, has proven a most miserable failure, ana 
any business man will tell you th at when he en­ 
gages in an enterprise that proves a failure the 
sooner he places it to the account of profit and loss 
the better it will be for him. 
Therefore I say in re­ 
gard to this so-called “ debris law," th at the sooner 
we place it and the money which has been cxpcudeu 
under it to profit and loss, the better it a ill be for 
the people of the State. 
I was glad of the oppor­ 
tunity to visit the dam, which was erected under 
this Commission. 
There w ere so many conflicting 
stories in regard to it, we did not knuw w hether it 
was forty feet high or four feet. 
We did not Know 
w hether it was Btanding there intact or whether it 
had been swept away. 
We did not know w hether 
it had settled or not, and even during the last storm, 
the greatest flood which this valley has ever w it­ 
nessed. while there was tw enty feet of water where 
the dam formerly stood, the news came to us that it 
w as as solid as a rock. It became the duty of the Leg­ 
islature to visit th at work and examine it for them ­ 
selves. 
It was the judgm ent of all those who 
looked at it im partially, who looked at it from a 
disinterested m otive; it was the common sense 
judgm ent of all, that the scheme of brush darns 
was a failure, was an injury' to the parties to whom 
it attem pted to give relief. I found th at the farm ers 
in the vicinity, and those who had watched it during 
its construction, even those who were directly in­ 
terested and who saw the work upon that structure, 
testify to th at fact. 
It was the laughing-stock of 
those people. 
I have conversed also with some of 
the ow’ners of the largest hydraulic mines iu the 
State, who own the great hydraulic mine of Nevada 
county. They told me, in their judgm ent, th at they 
deemed the system of brush dams a failure and an 
injury. 
We aie dealing with a w’ork which has 
been carried on by this Commission. W hat evidence 
have we that it is a success.' Look out of these 
w indows; look upon this deluged valley, stretch­ 
ing like a sea from m ountain to mountain 
That, 
sir, attests th e failure of any work performed by 
this to-called debris Commission. 
Look, Mr. Presi 
dent, at the raised lines of inuudation around this 
c ity ; 
look a t the submerged hom es: see the 
fertile 
farms 
transformed 
into 
lakes, 
and 
this 
beautiful 
valley iuto a sea. These are 
tests th at 
the work of 
this Commission lets 
afforded no relief. 
I have seen these valleys in years 
gone by swept by other floods. 
1 have seen these 
cities swept by fire, and to-day we witness thrm 
swept by brush d am s-an d this last sweep is more 
disastrous than all of the others. 
I believe it is our 
duty to sweep from the statute books a law which 
has proved so grand a failure. 
Mr. President, this 
capital stands here to-day an oasis in this desert sea. 
She is walled with waters on all sides, like the path­ 
way of Moses across the Red Sea. 
Talk about these 
brush dams being able to control the elem ents of 
nature, as they exist to-daj ! 
It is folly—folly iu 
the highest degree. 
We are not dealing with the 
rivers of Italy. 
We are nut dealing with the Po, or 
with the Nile, as the Senator from Plumas wouM 
have us believe. 
I followed that gentleman in his 
flights of fancy. 
I followed him through the various 
geological periods of the world. 
I watched him as 
he wound up the mount.iiu trails ou his mule, foam­ 
ing ami panting, switching the mosquito. 
I saw 
him flying through the air on his snow-shoes, and 
1 thought to mvself—“ W hat 
has 
all th at to 
do 
with 
the 
brush 
dams 
on 
the 
Yuba 
and the 
Bear?’’ 
The 
farther 
lie 
wandered 
from 
the 
seat 
of 
operations 
the 
more 
eloquent he became. 
Now, sir, we m ust deal with 
these things to-day ; we m ust dea1 with these over­ 
burdened rivers as they are, filled with mining 
debris, and not with distant countries. The Senator 
from Y uba tells us th at the operations which have 
been carried on the last year were those which were 
recommended by the engineers. He censures other 
Senators here for representing the interests and the 
sentim ents of their constituents, and yet in the 
next breath he tells us th at he was opposed to the 
repeal of this measure hceause his people are op­ 
posed to it. 
Now 1 say that this id eao fh iu sh 
dams was one which was conceived by this Com­ 
mission after this law was passtnl. 
If was not 
recommended by the State Engineer. 
I have his 
report of a year ago, in which he says, in speaking of 
the control of mining debris--he says : 
“ This table 
shows the results of the estim ates m ade of the stor­ 
age of sand by the dams projected for location on 
the Yuba river. 
Three sites arc exhibited- one for 
a dam located about a quarter of a mile below the 
junction of the middle Y'uba, to be called the Bridge 
Fort dam ; one to be erected at the junction of Deer 
cr<.ek, 
to 
be 
known 
as 
the 
Union 
B r 
dam ; 
another 
at 
Timbucktoo 
or 
Sn:?rts- 
ville, on the lower Y’uba." 
Then be says that 
these dams were estim ated upon a total bight 
of 210 feet each 
He says further : “ Each of tlu c 
projkosed structures spoken of as a dam, is really a 
scries of dams in succession. 
The upper series are 
Í 
irojectcd to be built fifty feet high a t first, then 
our forty feet dams on top of that, which muke s 210 
feet high th at each dam was to be.” He was to erect 
an artificial Y'osemitc in the Y’uba canyons of this 
State. 
W hat material did he propose to build them 
with ? He says : 
“ At this proposed site the can­ 
yon is about 300 feet wi e on the present level of 
sand and gravel, and the slopes on the side are 
about thirty-five degrees, with cliffs and rocks stand­ 
ing back above. 
It is proposed to quarry the rock 
from these cliffs, transj»ort it down 
the hillside 
and use it in their construction." Then he goes on 
and gives you the dimensions of these dams. The 
only m aterial lie pro; o3es to build them out of is 
stone, taken from the m ountain cliffs. What was the 
result ? From stone dams250 fee thigh he comes down 
to a brush dam of only four feet. 
G reat heavens, 
w hat a fall was there. Therefore I say, in reply to 
the Senator from Y uba, that the plans of the dam 
proposed by the State Engineer one year ago were 
not carried out, hut were changed in a nu*t rem ark­ 
able degree 
In regard to this present dam, when 
the Legislature first m et and the news came to us 
th at the dam was completed, the State Engineer 
had his report in m anuscript, but not printed. After 
the first pressure of w ater came <»n these dams he 
had occasion to issue a second edition of his report 
—afso rto f co Jieil to his report—in which he tells 
us th at it is expected th at these dams will settle ; 
b u t he says these calculations are made upon the 
theory that the dam9 will remain intact. 
He denies 
th at the dams had even settled until the water re­ 
ceded to th at extent that any person could see for 
himself th at they had scttieJ. 
W ith other legisla­ 
tors. I made a careful exam ination of the dam from 
shore to shore. There were about a dozen of us that 
crossed over it, and I believe th at there was not a 
dissenting opinion bu t w hat the dam had sunken to 
th at extent th at it offered no resistance whatever to 
the waters of the river. 
We found on the north 
side of the dam a place where it had sunk for 300 
feet in length, and, going across, there were nine 
points where it had settled, and one of these settles 
was over 400 feet wide. 
We found where it had 
settled four feet below its base—it had settled four 
feet below where the original foundation was laid. 
Why it would seem, Mr. President, as rho igh this 
dam, according to the rej>ort of the engineer, was 
constructed for the purpose of only standing in the 
sum m er, wh**n there is no water, and settling down 
in the w inter-draw ing its head in, like a mud 
turtle, out of the wet. 
I rem em ber a problem that 
was once given to a school-boy to figure, how long 
it would take a frog to get out of a well 50 feet 
deep by Jumping up six feet and falling back eight, 
and when the boy had figured over both sides of his 
slate, he was asked how he was getting along, when 
he said : “ If 1 had half a side more of slate 
I would figure th at frog into the infernal regions " 
Mr. President, if the same boy was to fi-rure over 
this <lam where it was constructed four feet high 
and settled down in the sand eight feet, he would 
figure tLe Bear river dam into China before he got 
the frog into the infernal regions. 
The Committee 
on Dr*inage have presented a report “ th a t the 
State tax under the debris Act am ounted to $293,­ 
423 42; th at the district tax am ounted to a li .tfe 
over $50,000, and the w ater tax over *50,000.” Now 
what are the facts in regard to theA m ount of taxes 
paid into the State treasury ? I sent the**e figures 
to the C r ntroller and he sends rne bock th; t there 
has only been paid into the State treasury at the 
present tim e th e am ount of $1S8,000, ir rtead of 
8.93,000—the balance he may get in some tim e— 
th at the district tax has only been paid in to the 
extent of £29,000, and the w ater tax -*26,000.

1 ask you and I ask this Senate 
when, :n the face of a statute cre.atii.g this Com­ 
mission, the following language appears: “ And 
provided further, th at no indcbtedne i shall he -se­ 
ated «gainst ci her of s«id funds f«n any one year in 
excess of the am ount provided to be Vais d by the 
taxes levied for gaid year f< r said fund : 
I ask you

I have made un estim ate, according to tin* report 
of the Engineer, of the am ount of debris which the 
waters of these rivers bring down in one season. 
Y’ou take the report of the Engineer of the am ount 
of water during a flood season, and you take the 
am ount of debris which that water holds in solu­ 
tion. and estim ate the sixty per cent, which he says 
will sctth , and you will find from that calculation 
that the Bear river will fill th at dam in th irty days ; 
and yet he tells us it will take nearly three years. 
There have been a great many points made in this 
discussion which grated harshly upon my ears. 
I 
regret very m uch th at they were uttered, and I 
ilim k they were uttered more in the heat of debate 
than springing from the calm reason o f the m inds 
of those who uttered them. 
We have a strange 
array here—a strange fellowship of CJiifli ting in ­ 
terest. 
We find men advocating that this bill shall 
remain upon the statute book- th* s* who are m a t ­ 
ing the damage and those w ho are rt . iving it. 
To 
a certain extent we find the men from the m ining 
counties opposing the repeal of this 
ct, beeiuse it 
will postjKMio th eir day in Court 
We find ou 
the other side men defending the debrisbi’I, because 
they claim th at th is is an h .nest Commission, and 
they should be allowed to handle the funds in th e 
future. 
There is no reason, there is no justice in 
the mingling together of these elements. 
They are 
at war with each other to a certain e tent, and Sen­ 
ator 
W ation 
the other day, in the heat of 
his 
debate, 
tells 
us, 
in 
alluding 
to 
the 
question 
from 
a 
partisan 
standpoint, 
th a t 
the m iuing counties num ber 22,000 
. »tes and 
that they can be used as a club to break our hcad?. 
Well, 1 regret ver}- much th at he made any such 
threat. 
I do not think he intended it. 
The vote ->f 
the State at the last election was o v c 164,090. Now 
I ayk him, w hat would 22,000 votes do with tho 
142,000 rem aining? 
Ylr. President, that, in my 
judgm ent, is not h good line of argum ent. 
We 
heard another argum ent yesterday from Senator 
Johnson, near the conclusion of his remark?, where 
he asked that the hill m ight be retained upon th e 
statute books because, he said, if you repeal it you 
ignore Sacram ento; that Sacramento had not re­ 
ceived bu t little from the hands of the people of 
this State. 
I rejo’ce as much as he does in 
the enterprise and prosperity of Sacramento city. 
I rejoice th at I have witnessed the pluck, and

the 
vote which I then cast, and I feel i:i duty bound 
to do all th at lies w ithin my power t.> »>ipe th at 
law from the statute books of this State. 
I say 
without feir of contradiction th at that 'a t di 
1 
tains hss checks upon those who are t* 
manage 
this scheme than any other statu te u. all the law 
books. 
It gives 
lliis Commission absolute con­ 
trol to put their hands into any money that may he 
found in the State Treasury, and without any check 
or any one to audit their accounts uther than 
themselves. 
Such a law 
is one unheard <»f,

th at

serves to be repealed, and I tru st that this Sen­ 
ate will, bcfore the gavel «f the Preside!.t falls this 
afternoon, so far as the vote of this Senate is con 
cerned, say : “ We have tried this statute ; we have 
found it w anting; it has proved a failure, and we 
wipe it from our st itute books 
Senator Davis 
has dwelt at length upon the recommendations of 
the engineers. 
I have rccd these reports over care 
fully; 1 have read th at addressed to Captain Eads 
and t ’olonel Mendell, this memorandum -*.-e riled, 
entitled “ Improvem ents on the Sacramento Ri' er, ' 
which is approved of b> Mr. Hull, tin; State En-i- 
necr. 
They indorse the system therein contained, 
but there is not a word in it regarding rr-e build:i g 
of the dam on quicksand or m ining debris. 
Why 
wo9 th at left out? 
Is it not a fair inference 
th at they would not indorse it ? Therefore he has 
confined this pam phlet to tho rectification of the 
channels of the river bclo.v Saeranic to. 
Tl e re 
p irto fM r. Eads is one of the m o t simple to b e 
understood of any I have ever read. 
There is a 
strong common-svuse sentim ent which pervades it 
from beginning to end. 
He says in this report 
“ Ylr. Hall estim ates the total am ount of tilling in 
the beds of the Feather and Sacramento rivers, from 
OroviHe to Collinsville, a distance of 163 mil* - to 
ha 18 feet. The average filling of all the river beds 
is about 13 feet ’’ Don’t <fvery man *»f common sense 
know th at the more the rivers are filled with debris 
the less water they will hold—the more they will 
ovi rflow’? The more brush, «lams or other dams you 
build, th e more their beds ate lilltd ! I this plan 
lies the injury. 
The reverse of this is w hat we re­ 
quire. 
Remove obstructions, increase ti e current, 
scour out tho clianne’s, and let the debris go on. 
The beds of those rivers have been filled until they 
have been raised from 10 to 20 feet high ; that is 
w hat is the m atter, and th at Is why they flood these 
valleys. 
They 
have raised 
by 
th - deposit of 
debris 
from 
th e 
farms 
and 
the* 
mines 
until they can’t carry off the water. 
And what watt 
the n onused system of brunb dams .* Why, it was 
to hold the debris'in the river channel. 
It was to 
fill the river channel. 
It was to do the very thing 
which Ylr. Eads tells yon is destro) b g th< property 
of these people. 
.Suppose, by way of illustration, 
you take a quart measure and fill r half full of sand, 
and when you pour a quart of w ater into it one half 
of it will run over. 
You remove the sand and it 
holds its full quart. So it is with these rivers. They 
are filled three-quarters full of debris, and the 
only relief which 
you 
can obtain 
b> 
the 
process recommended by Engineer Eads. “ to scour 
out the river channel, take out th at debris w hich 
has settled there, and restore them to their original 
carrying capacity.” That is common sense. 
A -ain, 
lie says : 
“ No im provem ent is worth considering 
which will not result in perm anent rilief." I ask 
you if the brush dam s have afforded any perm anent 
relief? Everybody knows they have not, aud “ No 
improvement can -afford such relief unless it be con­ 
sistent with certain well-known natural laws con 
trolling the action of all sedim ent-bearing river®. 
Again he says: 
‘ The high w ater slope*--speak­ 
ing 
of 
Steam boat 
slough 
“ of 
this 
slough 
is fifty-seven 
one hundredths of 
a 
foot 
j»er 
mile, while the slope of the river above and below is 
only forty three one-hundredths. 
When the entire 
volume is made to flow through Steamboat slough, 
a lowering of over tw enty Inches in the floods at 
Sacramento can be confidently looked for from this 
improvement alone.” 
1 a^k the people of Sacramento, when the water 
gauge fctocd here the other day at 26 feet and 6 
inches—a point higher than ever known "befo re— what 
would tt ey not have given if th at water cou d have 
been lowered tw enty inches a t that time 
And je t 
the expenditure of the same am ount of money 
to tu rn the w ater 
of tho Sacramento 
ri\er 
into Steamboat slough—th a t 
it 
coat 
to build 
those dams —would have reduced the flood here 
twenty inches in front of Sacramento. 
These 
things are w hat Ylr. Eads recommends to th tfpeople 
of this State, and so he goes on to the tnd of the 
chapter. 
Now, it seems to me a lonunon-sense \ iew 
to take of this question, is th at it becomes one of 
national im portance—it beconns one of commercial 
im portance. 
The nation m interest» «I. and we l ave 
passed resolutions h ire calling upon our representa 
lives in Congress to u*k the Government to take 
cha ge of this question, aud appropriate the money 
necersary to give this people relief, and reatore 
these riv trs to commerce. That is the pian for ua 
to advocate, and if we will all join shoulder to 
shoulder, Í believe the Gen. ral Government will 
come to the rescue, and give 
us the am ount 
of money necessary to redeem tluac rivers 
Is m 
opposed to the State continuing this Commission 
any longer, because the work of tlieCoijmihsfon and 
the recommendation of the State En .neer have 
proven in my judgm ent a moat mis. rable failu e, 
after an expenditure of a half milliov of do.’ is. 
This infant child of Senator Cheney’» h

MURDER 
C ASS. 


The telegraph from Santa Barbara brings 
the news of another failure of justice. The 
jury in the Gray murder else, after being 
out some forty-oue hours, has been dis­ 
charged, being unable to agree upon a 
verdict. 
Y et this was as plain a case as 
ever was tried, and twelve men of average 
intelligence ought not to have taken an 
hour to decide upon their verdict. 
The 
defendant Gray was a man of notorious 
violence. «Jfe had committed more than 
one homicidal assault. 
Being denounced 
by the Santa Barbara Press as unfit for 
th e office of District Attorney, he had 
armed him3elf, and declared his intention 
of forcing a retraction from the respon­ 
sible editor. 
Meeting Mr. Glancey, who 
had w ritten the article, he attacked him, 
and Glancey was mortally wounded by a 
pistol shot, tired after the murderer had 
been informed that his victim was un­ 
armed. 
I t was a cold-blooded, malignant, 
atrocious murder, committed in the most 
cowardly and brutal manner. 
The sole 
defense was the statem ent of the prisoner 
himself. 
He declared th a t he had not 
intended to kill Glancey, but that his 
p ütol had exploded accidentally. 
This 
statem ent was manifestly false. 
It was 
shown iu evidence that Gray had openly 
am. unced his intention of shooting some­ 
body ; that he had armed himself with 
th a t express end in view ; that he had 
tried to draw his pistol when he first en­ 
countered Glancey ; th at after shooting 
him he had followed him up the street, ex­ 
claiming, “ You are responsible, are you?'’ 
In fact it would have been impossible to 
c. active of a stranger and clearer case than 
th at which the prosecution made ont, and 
it would be impossible to imagine a more 
feeble and preposterous theory of defease 
than that which the defendant set up. 
It 
was a plain case of murder in the first de­ 
gree, and there should have been no hesi­ 
tation in rendering (hat verdict. 
I t is in­ 
ti : ited that the jury were ten for convic­ 
tion and two for acq nit tu!, but if that is 
true it is plain that the two were men of 
mere persistence in the wrong than the ten 
were iu the right, and that the majority 
wwakly allowed themselves to be defeated. 
Such a result to such a trial is very dis­ 
couraging, for if it is impossible to secure 
the conviction of a murderer in so aggra­ 
vated and clear a case, there can l>e very 
little expectation of justice where the con­ 
ditions are more complex. 
This man Gray 
deserves to die on the gallows if ever a 
m urderer did, and if he succeeds in escaping 
it will be a lasting disgrace to the com­ 
munity. 


FRAUDULENT NATURALIZATION.

THE CARRYING CAPACITY OF RIVERS. 


W hen men look abroad at such a time 
as the present, and see the country for 
miles around covered with water, the 
natural conclusion reached is th at it would 
be impossible to make the ordinary chan­ 
nel of the Sacramento river carry this 
flood, and that consequently all attem pts 
in that direction must be fntile. 
This is 
the impression produced upon 3uch as have 
given no study to the 3c¡ence of hydraulics, 
hut like a great many other impressions, 
wrongly called “ eommon-sense views,” 
it is quite erroneous. 
To the uninstructed 
eye it no doubt seems impossible th at this 
immense body of w ater can be kept within 
bounds, and the fact that the Sacramento 
has overflowed its banks for a number of 
years in seasons of exceptionally high water 
appears to justify the “ common-secse ” no­ 
tion. 
But ideas which are formed without 
a competent knowledge of the natural laws 
which govern the phenomena observed are 
usually more apt to mislead than to bring 
the observer to right conclusions. 
I t is 
not until Science come9 forward and ascer­ 
tains exactly how phenomena are pro­ 
duced, and the ch..racter and limits of the 
laws wliioh control them, that the tru th is 
arrived at. 
Mankind by the exercise of 
their uninsiructed vision reached the be- 
fief that the earth was flat, th at the sky 
was a dome resting on the edges of the 
earth, and th at the planets were insignifi­ 
cant specks fasftned to the roof of the 
dome, much after the fashion of broad­ 
headed nails. 
Common-sense, in fact, has 
ia all ages been the sponsor for a great 
many nonsensical beliefs, and therefore in 
discussing a question like the carrying ca­ 
pacity of rivers it is necessary to put it 
aside altogether, and to trust entirely to 
the investigations of Science. 
Now Science teaches us that the carry­ 
ing capacity of a water channel does not 
depend upon its breadth, but primarily 
upon the amount of force which is brought 
to bear upon the water to be impelled 
through it. 
The quantity of water that 
can be carried ia a riven chanuel depends 
upon the velocity imparted to the current, 
and if the velocity can be indefinitely in­ 
creased there is practically no limit to 
the volume 
of 
water 
which can 
be 
carried. 
To obtain a high velocity there 
must be a sufficient surface slope to the 
current, or in other words a sufficient fall 
per mile ; and there must be a minimum 
of friction. 
Friction is produced by the 
character of the channel, and by the sedi­ 
ment carried in suspension. 
The form of 
channel which offers the least resistance 
to the current is 
the semi-cylindrical 
form. 
If then this form can be main­ 
tained ; 
if the channel can be straight­ 
ened ; and if the current can be made to 
deposit the heavier part of its sediment, 
a high velocity can be obtained, and a 
larger volume can be carried. 
It is possible for a river to double its 
discharge capacity without materially rais­ 
ing ita surface level. 
In such a case the 
river is carrying twice its ordinary volume 
of water, and it is doing thÍ3 by doubling 
its velocity. 
Increase the velocity still 
further, and the same channel may be 
made to carry three or four times its origi­ 
nal volume, and in fact there is no limit to 
ita carrying capacity but the several elc- 
n en ts of friction, or resistance, already 
spoken of. 
It has been asserted by the 
engineers, and notably by Captain Eads, 
that the Sacramento could be made to 
carry five times its ordinary volume with- 
utit difficulty, provided 'th a t the frictional 
resistance is diminished by straightening 
its course, aad holding back its sediment. 
In fact, Captain Eads has given it as his 
opinion that if the river chanuel is cor­ 
rected iu accordance with the plans already 
drawn, it will carry whatever volume 
may at any time be poured into it, without 
overtopping its banks. 
W hen, however, the ievees give way, 
and the river flows ont over the adjoining 
country, the velocity of the current is at 
once checked, and it begins to deposit the 
sediment which it previously carried with 
ease, thus raising the bed and increasing 
the general difficulty. 
The fact, already 
demonstrated during the past high water, 
that the highest stage occurs after the 
occurrence of extensive breaks in 
the 
Ievees, conclusively proves the truth of 
this. 
This dispersion of the river cheeks 
the current, diminishes ita power, and thus 
back up the w ater which comes down sub­ 
sequently. 
During the present floods it 
lias been remarked by steamboat men that 
in several places, both above and below 
Sacramento, the current of the river has 
been running upwards instead of dorm, 
and at one point th¡3 strange phenomenon 
has been found to extend over a distance 
of four miles. 
This proves th at the cur­ 
rent has been completely paralyzed by the 
breaks in the levees. It is also well known 
that the flood waters which flow down 
through the tules, aud strike the Monte­ 
zuma hills, are deflected there, and pass 
across the current of the river at Grand 
Island, arresting it and backing it up for a 
long distance. 
All these facts point to the same con- 
clnsioo. 
In flood times the carrying ca­ 
pacity of the river is enormous!}' dim in­ 
ished by the spreading of the waters. Con­ 
fine the channel by raising the banks 
throughout it3 course; 
straigthen 
the 
crooked places in it; force the curreut 
above to deposit the heaviest debris by 
erecting brush dams; and it will be possible 
co prevent floods in the future, and to re­ 
claim permanently the fertile lands which 
have hitherto been exposed to continued 
injury from inundation. 
These are the 
methods which science points out, and they 
are every one based upon comprehensive 
study of natural laws. 
W hat is needed is 
to increase the velocity of the Sacramento, 
and if that is done, as it can be done, the 
channel will prove entirely capable of car­ 
rying the greatest volume Of water that 
can be poured into it. This is not a “ com­ 
mon sense ” view, but it is w hat is very 
much more trustw orthy, namely, a scien­ 
tific view. 


THE CONDI TIO'I 
OF LEGISLATION. 


W e publish a catalogue of 
the bills 
introduced thus far in the Legislature, 
with a history of their progress and present 
condition. 
It will be seen th at 354 bills 
have been introduced in the Senate, and 
489 in the Assembly, or a total of 849 bills. 
Considering th at the new Constitution was 
supposed to put an end to special legisla­ 
tion, this is a tolerably heavy crop. 
Up to 
and including last Saturday 91 bills have 
pissed the Senate, and 51 the Assembly. 
There has fortunately and indeed neces­ 
sarily been a great slaughter of legislation. 
No Jless than 94 Assembly bills, and 3 
Senate bills, have been killed in the 
Assembly, and 32 Senate bills, but no 
Assembly bills, have met the same fate in 
the Senate. 
Only 1 Assembly bill has 
been passed by the Senate, and 4 Senate 
bills by the Assembly, and but 3 bills have 
up to the present time been approved by 
the Governor. 
I t will be seen from these 
statistics that the weight of the work of 
the session remains to be done, while the 
session is rapidly approaching its constitu­ 
tional limit. 
It is perfectly clear that if 


greater business capacity is not developed 
hereafter, more than half the bills on file 
will fail to be reached. 


THE IRISH QUESTION 
IN ENGLAND. 


W hether the Lar.d League has any con­ 
nection with the Fenian movement is not 
clear, but however th at may be, it is evi­ 
dent that the Fenian agitation is rapidly 
provoking the English pnblic to a temper 
which will reject all proposals for remedial 
legislation, and which will cause a recur­ 
rence to the old policy of force. 
In a con­ 
test of this kind the Irish leaders have 
everything to lore and nothing to gain. 
Thev cannot possibly compel concessions 
from England, but they may paralyze Glad­ 
stone’s reform programme, and thus post­ 
pone relief for years. 
If the Land League 
has atiy control over the Fenian agitators 
it would serve its own interests best by 
clapping a muzzle on them, for they are 
apparently precipitating the most hopeless 
situation imaginable.

than 720 cars and 3S locomotives. 
February 8th Mrs. Laughlin, an old 
pioneer lady of Wasco county, Oregon, was 
fatally injured by the roof of a building 
which yielded under a weight of snow. 
Colonel G. L Gillespie, of the United 
States Engineers, has received authority to 
proceed w ith improvements on Yaquima 
bay and the momh of the Coquille river. 
An Italian, while following up the course 
of the canyon above Franktown, Nev., to 
view the ruins of the reservoir, picked up 
a nugget of placer gold weighing over nine 
ounces. 
In a hydraulic test of building stone at 
Denver, Col,, Cannon City stone pulver­ 
ized at a pressure of 45 tons, Morrison 
stone at <10 tons, and Lava and Manitou 
stone at 75 tons.

29, Psalms 50, and 
other passages, 
lie opposes taxation of 
church proptrtyq taxation of men’s bodies, 
and insists upon the State recognizing the 
Christian Sabbath. 
The practical part of 
the letter is in these w ords: “ There are 
no people more submissive to heavy bur­ 
dens and privations, as a class, than farm­ 
ers are ; but never before, in my long life, 
have I known them to have so many draw ­ 
backs as they have at the present time in 
California. 
In the first place, there is the 
unremunerative price of wheat. 
I am giv­ 
ing the careful estimate of an experienced 
land-renter in raising wheat. 
He says 
that, taking all things into account—as un- 
propitious seasons, expensive machinery 
and high taxes thereoD, trade-bills, and 
sacks, aud high wages, and boarding, all 
incidentals included—it has cost him on 
the margin of $1 30 per cwt. during an 
average of years. 
Then add to thi3 the 
interest on store accounts, unavoidable 
debts, fabulous illegal interest and oppres­ 
sive taxes, and the income is inadequate to 
the outgo. 
There is, besides, the liability 
of losses by accident and death. 
Farm ers’ 
sons are so familiar with these heavy draw ­ 
backs that there is created a desire in the 
youthful mind to eagerly seek other and 
more remunerative occupations. One farm­ 
er’s son told me not long since th at the 
prospect before him was to Rtarve at farm­ 
ing, and he should flee from it3 incessant 
toil, and dost, and heat.”

Louis is still snowed in at Shenandoah, 48 
miles south of here. The Union Pacific reg­ 
ular west-bound express left here to-day three 
hours behind time. 
The train due here this 
afternoon from the west is reported five hours 
late, having been detained by a freight train 
being wrecked by a broken rail east of Grand 
Island. The Union Pacific is clear, but lia- 
able to be blockaded at any tin e by wind. The 
entire system of the Th and M. Railroad in 
Nebraska, embracing 900 miles, is completely 
blockaded, 
excepting the road 
between 
Omaha and Lincoln and between Lincoln and 
Falls City, making about 150 miles that is 
claimed to be clear. A special train of three 
engines and a snow-plow w.,s ditched last 
night at Newton, on the B. and M. 
The 
first engine fell over on its side, and was 
badly wrecked. 
E. L. Murphy', roadmaster, 
was badly scalded, and engineer Kinsie lest 
one of his thumbs by having it caught in 
the machinery. 
L. K Spafford, roadmaster 
on the Atchison and Nebraska road, in at­ 
tempting to cross the track last night in front 
of an engine at Troy Junction, was struck 
by the engine and had three ribs broken. No 
trains arrived here or departed to-day over 
the Omaha and Republican Valley road for 
Lincoln or other points west. The Nebraska 
division of the Chicago, St. Paul and Omaha 
road remains completely blockaded. Trains 
were started for Chicago this morning over 
all the Iowa pool roads. 
Omaha is on the eve of a serious coal 
famine. There is not one ton of hard or soft 
coal on hand amoDg the coal dealers, the last 
ton having been sold to-night, and none is 
expected for some days.

THE STORM-WATER QUESTION IN RELA­ 
TION TO Si.Wr.RAGS. 


The ingenuity of the engineering pro­ 
fession has exhausted itself in attem pting 
to get rid of the effect of sewer gas when 
once it has been produced. 
\Ve have 
never yet reached anything better than 
the terse recommendation of a London 
authority to the effect th at “ we must let 
the stink out into the middle of the 
streets.” 
The conditions by which the world was 
driven to this very unsatisfactory result 
were, under the old systems of flushings, 
substantially unavoidable, and what baa 
been dune in the way of city sewerage has 
been in the direct line of progressive im­ 
provement. 
It aeqms to me tiiat the time 
has now come when a new departure 
should be taken, aud when the sewer gas 
difficulty should be met by prevention, 
rather than by attem pts at cure. 
It is 
clear th at under the present combined 
storm-water and foul sewage system pre­ 
vention is simply impossible. 
The pro­ 
duction of foul gases is one unavoidable 
attendant upon every application of that 
system. 
All that is to be said on the 
other side is, that to withdraw the flush­ 
ing effect of storm-water, and to leave 
household wastes to take care of them ­ 
selves in small pipes, would result simply 
in aggravation of the difficulty. 
Fortunately within the past few years 
the conditions of tbe problem have been 
radically changed. 
Formerly it was re­ 
stricted by limitation in the m atter of 
flushing. 
Small pipes conld not safely be 
used for sewage proper to the exclusion of 
storm-water, 
because 
storm-water was 
needed to flush them out. 
This statem ent 
of the case is practically true, although 
not strictly true. 
Flushing by means of 
manholes at the head of tbe lines, into 
which water was to be poured, or where a 
tumbling tank might be set, or flushing by 
means of various manual operations, all 
made the use of small pipe3 possible, but 
left it very undesirable, inasmuch as it is 
always undesirable to rely on manual oper­ 
ations or on the action of moving mechan­ 
ism to keep sewers in condition. 
It is 
therefore quite proper to say that the pos 
Bibilities of the art of sewerage underwent 
a radical change in the invention of Rogers 
Field’s annular siphon for emptying flush- 
tauks. 
This invention, which includes no 
moving parts, and the action of which is 
positive, makes it poesible for us to accu­ 
mulate the flowof a stream yielding not 
more than five gallons per hour until it 
shall have filled a tank or reservoir oi any 
desired size, with the certainty that the 
continued flow of the same stream, after 
th e tank shall have become ful!, wili cause 
the whole accumulation to be discharged 
into the head of the sewer with euch 
rapidity and force as to give it an effective 
flushing. 
It is now entirely safe to use 
pipes of as small size aa the quantity of 
the sewage will permit, and recourse to 


1 storm-water flushing is no longer necessary.

R ecord-Union : It should be by this 
time apparent to everyone that the principle 
of cros3 levees, which has been adopted to 
effect a reclamation in this city, can never 
be satisfactory. It should now be admitted 
by every candid citizen that the construction 
of the Y-street levee was a mistake. The 
abandonment of the river levees telo v Y 
street will invite the constant recurrence of 
the flooded condition of the lower part of the 
city which now exists there. Fifty blocks of 
valuable property thus ceases to be valuable 
because of the danger of constant repetition 
of the overflow from surface drainage. As 
far as these fifty blocks are concerned, the 
abandonment of the river levees on the Sac­ 
ramento side below Y street is equivalent to 
abandoning all levee defenses 
whatever. 
AYhenever the levee in question breaks the 
surface water will submerge theso blocks; 
therefore they are as much in danger of over­ 
flow as if the front levee between R and Y 
streets had been abandoned. To them the 
levee defenses of the city constitute no pro­ 
tection whatever. 
The accumulation of 
water ia that part of the city is as much an 
injury to the prestige, and inflicts as great a 
damage upon its reputation as though .the 
main defenses of ihe city were liable to break 
with each recurring winter flood. 
Y et this property is subjected to taxation 
for levee purposes the same as other property 
in the city, notwithstanding it is certain it 
will be overflowed from surface drainage 
every time a break occurs in the levees below 
Y street. 
The cost 
of pumping alone 
amounts to a sum largely in excess of that 
required to keep up the levee to Sutferville, 
while the indirect damage inflicted upon the 
reputation of the city it is impossible to over­ 
estimate.

I ncreased T axation.—In a letter from 
ex-Tiustee Knox, addressed to Mayor Tur­ 
ner, in relation to the proposed increased rate 
of taxation, he says : “ While I do not desire 
to reflect on the action of the Trustees, I feel 
that circumstances have changed since the 
agreement to increase the tax to pay the in­ 
terest. The country surrounding us, upon 
which we depend tor much of our local trade, 
has suffered greatly by the floods; a large 
portion of the city is suffering from the accu­ 
mulation of drainage w ater; the breaks oc­ 
curring in the levees south of the city have 
deprived us of the benefit of the drainage 
canal, and makes it incumbent on the city to 
relieve the people, who are compelled to pay- 
city taxes, from the sewage and drainage 
water, the cost of which will be an extra tax 
not only on those uninjured by back-water, 
but those who have been driven from their 
homes thereby. The extra taxeB for levee and 
drainage purposes, that are absolutely neces­ 
sary this yeat, will be all, it stems to me, our 
people can stand at this time. 
I do not wish 
to be understood as in favor of repudiation, 
but I am not in favor at this time of increas­ 
ing the tax in accordance with the alleged 
agreement, if it can honorably be avoided, 
but do as we have been doing for sev­ 
eral 
years 
past, 
and 
I 
am 
satisfied 
that «hen the 
bondholders 
understand 
your 
reasons 
for 
not 
increasing 
our 
tax this year for this purpose they will attach 
no blame to you. 
In regard to suits, I am 
informed by good legal authority that the law- 
under which the bonds were issued forbid the 
holders of them from suin" the city. This 
you cau inquire into. 
1 f this be so they must 
rely upon our good faith to pay them, and we 
must pay them and the interest, but not at a 
time when we are laboring under the incubus 
of a flood, with all the exuenses it necessarily 
entails. 
The Act of 1863, which gave per­ 
sons the right to sue the city, I am in­ 
formed, specially provided that it could 
not to l.e sued for liabilities accruing prior to 
the 28th day of April. 1S03. This ought to 
to be inquired into. The Memphis decision 
referred to in your communication to the 
R ecord U nion has changed, as you are 
aware, the supposed power of the bondhold­ 
ers to have a receiver appointed, etc. There­ 
fore, in view of all the facts and circum­ 
stances surrounding us at the present time, I 
trust that you may see your way clear to 
av ud the tax to pay the large amount of in­ 
terest proposed this year.”

The Board of City Trustees held its regu­ 
lar meeting yesterday forepoou, all the mem­ 
bers present. The minutes af the last meet­ 
ing were read and approved. 
Petitions were received from p i;operty-own­ 
ers in the vicinity asking that L'ighleenth 
street be opened from S to T, and also the 
alley between Seventeenth and Eighteenth, T 
and U streets. As the said street wn- closed 
in accordance with an Act of the Legislature, 
approved March 27,1874, and the Board hav­ 
ing no power in the premises, the petition 
was placed on file without action. 
The following order was passed : Ordered, 
that the price of burial lots in that part of 
the City Cemetery known as Mrs. Crocker’s 
addition be fixed at 20, cents per super­ 
ficial foot, and so marked on the [flat, except 
the six lots known as terrace lots, which shall 
be 30 cents per foot. 
Also the following order was passed in re­ 
lation to the city drainage: Ordered, that 
the City Surveyor be and is hereby instructed 
to co-operate with the County Surveyor, to 
the extent of giving him any information in 
his possession relative to the feasibility of 
preventing the waters from Burns’ slough 
coming within the city lim its; also, to make 
an estimate of the probable exppnse of con­ 
structing sewers in that part of the city lying 
east of Thirteenth street, for the necessary 
purpose of drainage and sewage. 
The report of J. A. Cunningham, Chief 
Engineer of the water works, was filed, show­ 
ing that during the week ending February 
13, 1881, there were 6,399,500 gallons of water j 
pumped, and 802 cubic feet of coke consumed 
in pumping the same.

bill under which these dams have been constructed. 
That is my judgment. 
I believe the people residing 
in these valleys and the miners in the mountains 
will be better off. 
Let matters remain undisturbed 
until this system of diking the river bankujand 
carrying the debris into the bay, and so on into the 
ocean, is adopted, and this question settled to the 
satisfaction of all concerned. 
We have it from the 
reports uf these engineers that to carry this debris 
dow n into the bay of San Francisco will not work 
any injury to that bay. 
It will fill up the mud flats 
of Suisnn bay and San Pablo bay and some other?, but 
the deep channels of that hay wa-.hed by the tides 
will be cleared of the debris, and it will go out into 
the ocean, where there is more rix>m for it than in 
this valley. That is what I think we ought to do, 
and that we all ought to unite in carrying forward 
that proposition. 
W hy, Mr. President, in front of 
the city of San Francisco, between there and Goat 
Island, where there have been millions and millions 
of cubic yards of nmd, which had been dredged 
from the wharves and dumped between the city and 
(Joat Island from flat boats, it has not filled 
the 
channels 
sin 
inch. 
I 
see 
from 
the 
statement of the Harbor Commissioners, that 
the channel 
has 
not 
beeu 
filled a single 
inch. 
It remains the same depth there now 
that it was when they dumped the first scow there. 
What has become of this drainage mud ? It has 
been carried through the Golden Gate : it has not 
worked any harm. Then let us take the adrice of 
engineer Eads ; let us put this in the hands of the 
Government, where it will be conducted by such 
mining engineers as himself and Colpnel Mendell, 
who recommended and indorsed that plan, and 
then this State will get relief, and it will not be a 
burden to the tax payers of California. That is my 
position upon this uuestion ; and that relief I am 
willing to grant and do all in my power to aid in se­ 
curing. Therefore I have explained my position upon 
this question. 
I have given my reasons why I sup­ 
ported this bill last year, and 1 have given them why 
1 do not support it now. I see my friend from 
Sacramento is a little anxious. He is getting eager 
to catch the President's eye, and I expect he is going 
to throw at me San Quentin as s<>on as he gets up, 
but I am willing and ready to receive the shot. 
1 
know San Quentin has received very Urge appro­ 
priations, and she requires still larger ones, but you 
know she has under her protecting care the wild 
birds of H cramento as well as from different parts 
of the Mate. 
1 believe it is couceded that this debris Act, the 
rei»eal of which is now before the Senate, will re­ 
ceive a very large majority. As Senator Davis has 
said, the fiat has gone forth that it will be repealed 
by the Senate and transferred to the other depart­ 
ment of the Legislature. 
I do not know how they 
stand in there, but I trust it will receive the same 
majority that it does here. But if rumor is correct, 
if Madam Humor can be relied upon, the question 
hangs in doubt. There are many in that house like 
the Irishman in Couit, when he was asked if he was 
guilty or not guilty, answered, “ Sure, your Honor, 
how can I tell until I hear the testimony ’.'”
